DETAILED ACTION 

1 , Claim 1 is pending in this Office Action. 

Drawings 

2. Color photographs and color drawings are acceptable only for examination 
purposes unless a petition filed under 37 CFR 1 .84(a)(2) is granted permitting their use 
as acceptable drawings. In the event that applicant wishes to use the drawings 
currently on file as acceptable drawings, a petition must be filed for acceptance of the 
color photographs or color drawings as acceptable drawings. Any such petition must be 
accompanied by the appropriate fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(h), three sets of color 
drawings or color photographs, as appropriate, and, unless already present, an 
amendment to include the following language as the first paragraph of the brief 
description of the drawings section of the specification: 

The patent or application file contains at least one drawing executed in color. Copies of this patent or 
patent application publication with color drawing(s) will be provided by the Office upon request and 
payment of the necessary fee.

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Specification 

3. Applicant is reminded of the proper content of an abstract of the disclosure. 

A patent abstract is a concise statement of the technical disclosure of the patent 
and should include that which is new in the art to which the invention pertains. If the 
patent is of a basic nature, the entire technical disclosure may be new in the art, and the 
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abstract should be directed to the entire disclosure. If the patent is in the nature of an 
improvement in an old apparatus, process, product, or composition, the abstract should 
include the technical disclosure of the improvement. In certain patents, particulariy 
those for compounds and compositions, wherein the process for making and/or the use 
thereof are not obvious, the abstract should set forth a process for making and/or use 
thereof. If the new technical disclosure involves modifications or altematives, the 
abstract should mention by way of example the preferred modification or alternative. 

The abstract should not refer to purported merits or speculative applications of 
the invention and should not compare the invention with the prior art. 

Where applicable, the abstract should include the following: 

(1) if a machine or apparatus, its organization and operation; 

(2) if an article, its method of making; 

(3) if a chemical compound, its identity and use; 

(4) if a mixture, its ingredients;

Extensive mechanical and design details of apparatus should not be given. 

4. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and fomiat for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative fonn and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited.

The 
summary is separate and distinct from the abstract and is directed toward 
the invention rather than the disclosure as a whole. The summary may 
point out the advantages of the invention or how it solves problems 
previously existent in the prior art (and preferably indicated in the 
Background of the Invention). In chemical cases it should point out in 
general terms the utility of the invention. If possible, the nature and gist of 
the invention or the inventive concept should be set forth. Objects of the 
invention should be treated briefly and only to the extent that they 
contribute to an understanding of the invention. 
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(g) Brief Description of the Several Views of the Drawina(s) : See IVIPEP § 
608.01 (f). A reference to and brief description of the drawing(s) as set 
forth in 37 CFR1.74. 

(h) Detailed Description of the Invention : See MPEP S 608.01(g). A 
description of the preferred embodlment(s) of the invention as required in 
37 CFR 1.71 . The description should be as short and specific as is 
necessary to describe the invention adequately and accurately. Where 
elements or groups of elements, compounds, and processes, which are 
conventional and generally widely known in the field of the invention 
described and their exact nature or type is not necessary for an 
understanding and use of the invention by a person skilled in the art, they 
should not be described in detail.

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Claim Objections 

6. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: claim dos not have 
a preamble, claim does not contain single sentence as required. Appropriate correction 
is required. Following is a guidelines for a claim: 

The claim or claims must commence on a separate sheet and should appear after the 
detailed description of the invention. While there is no set statutory form for claims, the 
present Office practice is to insist that each claim must be the object of a sentence 
starting with "I (or we) claim," "The invention claimed is" (or the equivalent). If, at the 
time of allowance, the quoted terminology is not present, it is inserted by the 
Technology Center (TC) technical support staff. Each claim begins with a capital letter 
and ends with a period. Periods may not be used elsewhere in the claims except for 
abbreviations. See Fressola v. Manbeck, 36 USPQ2d 1211 (D.D.C. 1995). Where a 
claim sets forth a plurality of elements or steps, each element or step of the claim 
should be separated by a line indentation, 37 CFR 1.75(i). There may be plural 
indentations to further segregate subcombinations or related steps. In general, the 
printed patent copies will follow the format used but printing difficulties or expense may 
prevent the duplication of unduly complex claim formats. Reference characters 
corresponding to elements recited in the detailed description and the drawings may be 
used in conjunction with the recitation of the same element or group of elements in the 
claims. The reference characters, however, should be enclosed within parentheses so 
as to avoid confusion with other numbers or characters which may appear in the claims. 
The use of reference characters is to be considered as having no effect on the scope of 
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the claims. Many of the difficulties encountered in the prosecution of patent applications 
after final rejection may be alleviated if each applicant includes, at the time of filing or no 
later than the first reply, claims varying from the broadest to which he or she believes he 
or she is entitled to the most detailed that he or she is willing to accept. Claims should 
preferably be arranged in order of scope so that the first claim presented is the least 
restrictive. All dependent claims should be grouped together with the claim or claims to 
which they refer to the extent practicable. Where separate species are claimed, the 
claims of like species should be grouped together where possible. Similarly, product 
and process claims should be separately grouped. Such arrangements are for the 
purpose of facilitating classification and examination. The form of claim required in 37 
CFR 1 .75(e) is particularly adapted for the description of improvement-type inventions. 
It is to be considered a combination claim. The preamble of this form of claim is 
considered to positively and clearly include all the elements or steps recited therein as a 
part of the claimed combination. For rejections not based on prior art, see MPEP § 
706.03. The following form paragraphs may be used to object to the fomri of the claims. 

7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

8. Claim 1 is rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in forni and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
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and positively specified. The structure must be organized and conrelated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence fomi only. Note the fomriat of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

9. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which fomis the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

10. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lee et al. 
(US 6.088,673) in view of Nir (US 6.704,699). 

As per claim 1, Lee teaches a text-to-speech converter and a picture is 
synchronized with the converted speech (see Figure 3). Lee does not explicitly teach to 
translate text from one language to another language. However, Nir teaches to translate 
text from one language to another language (col. 5, lines 28-34). Therefore, it would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to 
translate text from one language to another language as taught by Nir in the invention of 
Lee because one ordinary skill in the art would readily recognized that provide a 
understandable language to the user to better communicate with other language spoken 
user. 
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Conclusion 

11. An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in 
this field usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum protection for the invention 
disclosed. Applicant is advised to secure the services of a registered patent attomey or 
agent to prosecute the application, since the value of a patent is largely dependent upon 
skilled preparation and prosecution. The Office cannot aid in selecting an attorney or 
agent.
